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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The independent claims 31 and 39 have been amended. The amendment to independent claim 39 requires 
further consideration. For instance, the new limitation "wherein the amount of hydroxypropyl cellulose.or low substituted 
hydroxypropylcellulose, wherein the amount of microcrystallined cellulose or low substituted hydroxypropyl cellulose is at least 10% of the 
weight of the phosphate-binding polymer". However, firstly the dependent claims of claim 39 do not require microcrystalline cellulose and 
only recite crystalline cellulose wherein crystalline cellulose and microcrystalline cellulose are different in that the latter denotes a particle 
size range. Further, dependent claim 45 which recited the weight percent limitation depended on dependent claim 44 not independent 
claim 39. Claim 45 depended on claim 44 which requires a mixture of crystalline cellulose and L-HPC. Therefore, the after-final limitations 
require further consideration since the amendments are not a mere incorporation of a previous dependent limitation.. . 
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
